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A Word on Cricket 


FROM A LONDON PERIOBICAT 





The batting hes beaten the howling, esy the 
wiseacres, But is the bowling a. good na it war, 
and ie cricket better than the cricket of a quar 
ter of a century ego? The best teet of the 
question is to compare the fcores in two grest 
matches—taking for examples the match be 
tween Kent end England in 1839, and the match 
between Kent and Surrey played in July, 1867 

The elevens in each of theese years included 
some of the finest players in England, and both 
matches extended over three days. In the Kent 
and England match, ove thousand and sixty. 
seven balls were bowled for four bundred and 
sixteen 1uns, one hundred and twelve overs 
being maidens. In this match, al) the wickets 
felt, Kent winning by two runs. In the Kent 
and Barrey match of this year, fifteen hundred 
and sixty-four balls were bowled, one hundred 
and sixty-eight overs being maiden, and thirty. 
three’ wickets fell for six hundred runs. 

Taking the proportion of maidens overs out of 
the number of baile bowled, there is little or no 
difference between past and present cricket, 
though in one respect the bowling of 1867 covu- 
traste favorably with that of 1589, there being 
only one ‘‘ wide” in this year’s match, whereas, 
in the olden time, there were twelve wides out 
of a lees number of balls. 

Comparing the batting in the two matches, 
the aversge per wicket, not counting the “ not 
outs,” was ten rune a wicket in 1%3°, against 
eighteen a wicket in 1867. 

The wiseacres are, to a great extent, right 
The batting is stronger than formerly, and it 
may be ecoounted for very eaeily. In the first 
plaice, railway@ have increased cricket ten-fold, 
and players of eminence, instead of appearing, 
as they did formerly, two or three times a year 
on & country ground, may be met with daily on 
any cricket ground in England. The good 
bowlers have no longer a monopoly c! their art ; 
cricket to them has become a regular calling, 
and one or more of their order may be found in 
every large public school and university club 
ground, and in many private clabs, and the re- 
sult is that when an amateur finds himself placed 
on the list of bis county, he is quite as much at 
home on a public ground as he is on his village 
green. 

Referticog to the “Siege of the Wicket,” 
which is the same size, and subject to all the 
same dangers now as it was twenty-five er thirty 
years ago, let us see how it is that rcores are 80 
much longer than formerly. 

There sre a few reasons which seem to ac- 
count fer the batsman’s success in the present 
day. The majority of the players have known 
hardly anything else but round arm bowling and 
the slow under-hand, and the general use of leg 
pade and gloves has given them a great advan- 
tage as regards leg hitting, and playing what ie 
called the Cambridge or Harrow “ poke.” Mr. 
Alfred Mynn was, I believe, the originator of 
this style. When the round arm bosling de- 
prived the bateman of the “draw” to a great 
extent, Mr. Mynn would lift his left leg as high 
as be could, and guarding his right leg with the 
bat, place the ball square with the wicket, or 
behind him, according to the position of the 
field. This was not a very elegant performance, 
but it was effective. The “on poke” has now 
bec me very popular with goed players; it re- 
quires no small amount of pluck (if the bowling 
is fast), and great accuracy of eye. The player 
muat jook the ball straight in the face without 
flinching, and keep hie bat as straight as a line, 
aa he is in deuble danger of leg before wicket 
and a nasty body biow. Nothing bullies a 
bowler and the field more than this “ poke,” if 
well dove, particularly if the bateman can hit 
bard as well, as he has the opportunity of get 
ting two of the field close to him on the one 
eide, and will probably find a large epace un- 
guarded, if he can get hold of adrive. Another 
cause of the long rcores is the excellence of the 
cricket grounds of the present day. A food 
wicke, now is as true asa billiard table, ana is 
all egaiest the bowler and in favor of the bat, 
aud, mcreover, the ground will not wear out, as 
i, ueed to do formerty, owing to want of prepa- 
ration.

Battiog nod averages occupy the thaug's of 
the preeert cricketere » grest deal more than 
formerly. They don't reckon how many rns 
they have lost owicg to eatcbes missed, and 
balis badly fielded, They do not look on them- 
selves as membere of « email army, who are 
fighting sgainet another army on ecual terms, 
and they are apt to go away before the mate! 
is over, and get a man to field for them if they 
have had ‘Ac great desideratum—the'r innings. 
These remarks de not apply to al! cricketers, 
but to fartoo many. “Self” bas taken a strong 
hold on cricket, and public cricket too often 
looks aa if it was contracted for at eo much per 
day. A captain is not what a captain used to 
be. The average mania is as fatal to cricket as 
the trade unions are to commerce, and J ones, 
and Brown, end Robinson go about paying in 
scratch teams, in matches in which they have 
no interest beyond their innings; avd if a cap- 
tein pots either of them In Jast man, they think 
themeelves badiy used, wherese if they had gone 
in early they would probably have slipped away 
by a train which etariod an hour before the time 
for leaving off. 

Although all these drawbacks are bad for 
cricket, still on the whole, the game io general 
ia much better now than formerly, but as re 
garda the «ry beet public cricket, I cannot see, 
after a thirty years’ «xperietce, anything done 
better now than in days gone by. Certa'‘nly the 
bowling is not better; and the wicket-keeping 
of Mr. Jenner, Box, and Wenman, without pads 
or gloves, was a feat which I much uoudt any 
man of the modern day being able to do, al 
though the men of this day are very good, I 
may eafely be eaid that no amateur has over 
surpassed, if he hae ecnalled, the play of Mr 
Felix, Mr. Taylor, or Mr. Mynn; or that any 
professional has ¢xceiled Pileb, Guy, Wenman, 
Dorrington, and a host of others who ficurished 
with them. 

Looking egain to the fielding, the present sge 
cannot show better professional fislding than 
that of the old echeo!, though as regarde the 
amateur cricketers, the Improvement is very 
marked. The fielding of the Marviebone Ciub 
against Surrey, at the (val, in the present year, 
was one of the tineer: sighta that could be wit- 
neeeed in cricket; and ss @ rule, the fielding is 
the great feature tn the Orford and Cambridge 
matcher. 

But, reverting io the profeseional players, it 
certainly is the case that we see players some- 
times ia county matches, who are pul in for 
their batting, and who in the field make a regu- 
lar muddle of the game, being neither able to 
throw, cateh, or step sa ball, Tuis was not the 
esse in days of yore. ‘he qnestion whether the 
field were equal to watch oat against tie slow 
howling, would never have been asked then, as 
is is now sometimes. One of tha chief requi- 
sites for a ciicketer was beipg a good fielder, 
and if he wae not, he would have hed no chan 
of playing for hia county 

Taking cricket for all ond ali, there is pot 
much fault to find with it in 15467. It has grown 
more, and picked up fewer fauise in its rapid 
growihb, than moet sports, Shooting—that is,

The great Revolution so absorbed men’s 
minda, that eocentric ducla dieap for a 
while. Except that some are remarkable from 
the presence of political notabilities, thefe are 
few which would interest the reader. Combats 
became more frequent under the Empire, though 
an Officer who was frequently engaged in duels 
was certain to earn the profound contempt of 
Napoleon, From the mase of uninteresting bn 
let us pick out one worthy of mention, if only 
from the fact that it came to an end in 1813, 
afer a duration of nineteen yeare, Fournier, a 
captain of bussars, and a most inveterate due!- 
list, had, without provocation, calied out and 
killed at Strasburg 4 young man named Liumm, 
the only eupport of a large family. Fourtier's 
skill was so great that this affair was regarded 
as little better than a murder. On the even- 
iog of Biumm’s burial, General Moreau gave o 
bail, and as it was suspected sthat Fournier 
would present himeelf, orders were given to Cap- 
tain Dapont to refuse him admitcance.

The agreement wae religiously adhered to, and 
the warmest friendship could not have created 
‘n the two cflicers a more eager desire to avail 
themselves of every opportunity to meet. “ My 
dear friend,’ wrote one of theee eccentric com- 
batante, “I shall be at Strasbourg on the 5:h of 
November, about noon. Wait for mé at the 
Hotel des Postes. We'll just have a touch at 
cue another.” Every now and then, the ad- 
vancement cf one or the other would interpose 
delay. This obetacle removed, Fournier (let us 
say) would write thus: “My dear Dupont, I 
learn that the Emperor, recognizing your deserts, 
hee just made you a general. Accept my ein- 
cere congratulations on a promotion which is 
on!? what you deserve. Your nomination is a 
double sources of joy tome. On your account, I 
rejoice, aud on my own alao, for your promotion 
will give us the cpportunity of en early meet- 
ing” At last they are both generale, but the 
combate go on. At one time, Dupont runs Four- 
nier through the neck, and ping him to a wall, 
juet hee a buttery in a case, but dares not 
change bis position, as, if he does, Fournier can 
run him through. There they remain till their 
noise attrecta the attention of some  tlicers, who 
Dupont at last began to get 
weary of this endless contest; he was thinking

Hunting him up, he proposed to finish up with 
pistols. To «qual zs the chances, it was decided 
that the combat should come off in a little wood. 
Accoroingly, on the appointed day, the last act 
opened, Advancing warily, the two at last 
caught a glimpse of one another. Each imme- 
ciately took refuge bebind atree Dupont, in- 
erior in ekill, hed recourse to artifice, He 
quietly éifted up hie coat-tail, end pushed it be- 
-ond the trce; a ball whizzed through it imme- 
siately, A few minutes later, the mouth of his 
pistol appeared on the other side of the tree, 
while, at the ame time, just a corner of the hat 
projected, as if the wearer were peeping out to 
teke aim. In a moment, a ball carried the hat 
awsy among the bushes. “ Your life is in my 
hanvs,” said Dapont; “but I won't take it.” 
“44 you like,” eaid Fournier. “Only mind,” 
qo’ tinsed the vietor, “I reserve my right to put 
a couple of bali into your head whenever I like;

Fiading, however, that 
Riou! was 4 mere boy, « fact disguised by his 
large etature, the fighting colonel made excuses, 
Aut wiel dtowithdraw. Raoul refused to con- 
fot to (iis course, and sworda were draav. 
The disparity of the combatante wae ro great, 
that the colonel, after four times disabling bis 
“ary, proposed that some other mode of 
chtirg should be fouad. Ik was impossible to 
use pietols in the street; whet was to be done? 
A. this moment, the rumble of a hackney-cosca 
was hesrd, end Dafai found the wished-for soiu- 
tion. “Sop thie cab,” be eaid to the secoucs, 
“ .od rua and exchange these swords for # pair 
of daggers of equal length.”—“ This is what I 
propose,” be added to Raoul: “we will ge: 
into the coach, armed each with a dagger, and 
bound to one another, with our right arms osly 
free; thea let the doors be shut, and the coacd 
go twice round the Pisce du Carrousel.” Raoul 
accepted; the proposed arrangements were 
mace; and, at a signal, the cab started, two 
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e incon the box-seat, the other two bebind. 
As the horeca, driven by the seoonds, dashed 
round at @ pace unequalled in the hietory of 
hackney coaches, one cry wae beard, then « 
second, then all within was etl. The journey 
fniehed, the seconds rushed to the doors, anc, 
rom « pool ef blood, drew out the two com- 
atante. Raoul was dead; the colonel, pierord 
with wounds, and with his fece torn by Raoul’s 
teeth, yet managed to eurvive. 

Slight as were the means at their dieposal, the 

“Micers taken prisoners by the English during 
the long war with France, contrived to sustain 
she reputation of their country in the matter of 
the duello, Here are two instances, which we 
give on the authority of the Annual Register. 
“A duel was fought by two of the French 
prieouers on board the Sameon prison-sbip lying 
in Gillingham Reach. Not bavivg any eworde 
they attached to the ends of two sticks a pair of 
scissors cach. The transaction took place below 
in the prison, unknown to the ebip’s company. 
me man, wounded in the abdomen, died.” 
Again: “Two French cflicers on peroie in 
Reading, fought a duel ina field not far from the 

Yew Inn, on the Ox/crd Road, when one of them 
received a ball, which pasred through the back 
part of hie neck. Unable to procure pietola, 
they had agreed to decide the affair with a 
fowling-pieoce, at about fifty paces, by firing al- 
ternately. The first discharge was conclusive. 
The oMicer who fired rendered every assistance 
to his wounded avtagonist. He accompanied 
him in a post-chaize to his loczings, where a 
surgeon dreeved hia wound, whion is said not to 
be Gavgerous,” 

From the Annual Register also we give par- 
ticulare of the following duel, of which, as we 
have found no mention of it in the French hie- 
tories, we are inclined to think that it may per- 
haps be no more the reoord of an actual en- 
counter than the affair of Raoul X (we 
have grave doubta as to the reality of person- 
ages designated by this initial in French anec- 
dotee) and Dufai. The quarrel was between M. 
de Grandpre and M. le Pique, and the combat 
came off at, or perhaps we should say above, 
Paris, in May 1808. “Being both men of ele- 
vated minds, they agreed to fight in balloons, 
and in order to give time for their preparation, 
it was determined that the duel should take 
place on that day month. Acoordingly, on the 
id of May, the parties met at a field adj sining 
the Tuileries, where their respective balloons 
were ready to receive them. Each attended by 
a second, ascended hia car, loaded with blunder- 
bueses, as pjatols could not be expected tq be 
efficient in their probable situations. A great 
multitude attended, hearing of the balloons, bat 
little dreaming of their purpose; the Parisians 
merely looked for the novelty of a balloon-race, 
At nine o'clock the cords were cut, and the bal- 
loone ascended majeetically amidet the shouts 
of the spectators, The wind was moderate, 
blowing from the north-morth-west, and they 
kept, as far as could be judged, within about 
eighty yarde of each other. When they had 
mounted to the height of about nine hundred 
yards, M. le Piquedired bis piece ineffectually ; 
almost immediately afterwards, the fire was re- 
turned by M. (irandpre, and penetrated hia ad- 
vereary's balicon, the consequence of which was 
its rapid descent, and M. le Pique and his second 
were both dashed to pieces on a house-top, over 
which the balloon fell. The victorious Grabdpre 
then mounted aloft in the grandest style, and 
descended safe with bia second, about seven 
eagnes from the spot of ascension.” 

It is hard to doubt, we confess, after the 
natural touch, “wind moderate, blowing from 
the north-north-weet.” Surely the force of 
duelling can no further go; 80 here, in epite of 
the temptation offered by numerous anecdotes 
of more recent duels, we conclude our article.

diately after his arrival at the house, There 
were po intermediate stages of bickwardness 
with him im bis intercourse with the family, or 
in his assuming the direction of a large portion 
of affairs relating to the household. He is a 
small dog, but very lively. Ilis natura! condi- 
tion seems that of motion. He core ntrates 
within himself the activity of three or four ordi- 
nary dogs.

American Grainat the Paris Ex position. 
After the gratifying eccounts of bonor which 
American mowere and harvesters reaped at the 
great World's Fair at Paris, we are ecomewbat 
taken down by the result of cur ehow of oercals. 
We are in the habit of thinking of the weatera 
part of the | nived States as the granary of the 
world, and of young Chicago, as standing high 
among the grain marte of the world, We also 
understood from our Weetern papers that mea 
sures had been taken for a creditable display of 
the productions of the fertile soil in our grain 
growing states of the Mississippi valley. We 
are, therefore, a little disappointed by the award 
of premiuma in the grain department of the 
Yaris Exposition, and by the following remarks 
of the iutclligent correepondent of the Prairie 
Farmer upon this part of the exhibition, 
In the amount of specimens in this depart 
ment, which embraces “cereals and other eat- 
ables, farinaceous products, with their deriva- 
tives,” we were as well represented as other na- 
tiona, though our arrangement for showing them 
was infericr. Yet thie writer says, “ were in- 
dian corn and a few samples of wheat out of a 
great pumber, eepecially those from California, 
excluded, we should have but little left to show 
the fertility of our soil, or the adaptability of 
our elimate to the produotion of animal food, or 
the ehill of our farmers as evinced in the silling 
of the soil 
“Leet some may consider me ce deing in- 
justice to our country,” continues thie writer, 
“let them look at the award of premiums upon 
Collections of cereals, just meade. They will find 
the gold medals distrinrted as follows: Raesia, 
three; Pruesis, fre; Frares, four; Portagal, 
two; Spain, che, Kugiieh Colonies, (Australia) 
| one; Duchy cf Mecklenburg, one;—none going 
to the United States (Of the si ver medala, one 
| goee to the United Statea (California) the rest 
| ae ‘follows: Great Britain, one; France, one; 
Belgium, three; Austria, seven; Spain, three ; 
j Italy, four; Coil, one; Egypt, one; Eaglieh 
| Colonies, (Canadas) two. Among the broese 
| medals we figure (2 the extent of tix, while 
| France carries «fl seventeen; Greeor, one; 
Sweden, two; Ituly, seven; Ecglish colonies, 
twenty cur; Beluium, See; Prussia, ten; Tar- 
key, two; Portugal, six; Roseia, nine; Sweden, 
ene ; Morocon, one ; Brez'l, one. 

“ Among the Honorable Mentions we find two 
awarded to the states, while the remainder are 
dietributed in about the same proportion as the 
silver — among oiber countries.

‘Indian oorn is, I find, grown more or jess in 
almost all parte of the world. In few places, 
however, do the larger varieties approach the 
producte of the Western stater. In Australia 
we have the moot successful competitor. In- 
deed all her cereals are of very fine quality. 
The valley of the Khine also contributes quite 
creditable dieplaye. But for the entire conti- 
nent, where it grows at all, they must depend 
upon the emaller varieties of flint corn. 

“The people here are gradually being edu- 
cated up to acknowledge the fact that maize 
may be really a palatable and bealthful article 
for diet. Each year will witnees an increase in 
the demand of our corn for human food, as well 
as food for beasts. Where grown, it now forms 
a large share of the food of the peasantry. 

“In regard to other cereals it is difficult to 
etate from whence come the best epecimene. 
The case of English l’edigree wheat is very fine, 
the heads being of gigantio size, but it hardly 
excels, in many respects, that from California, 
while it must be admitted that Southern Illinois 
and Michigan send moet excellent samples. 
The Surpriee Oats of Illinois find competition, 
successful perhaps, im the New Market Oats, 
weighing fifty pounds to the bushel, and in the 
samplee from Sweden. The most uniform grain 
on exhibition ie barley. Almost every country 
presents it, and it is uniformly good. In the 
French and German departments we find moet 
beantifal samples of beans, in great variety 
Much more attention is paid to the cultivation 
of this crop here than in the etates. O! course 
beans form an important article of diet all over 
Europe, but one nowhere meete with the “ baked 
beans” of New England. A large, white, kidney 
bean, called //aricot, ie to be had at all times at 
French resiaurants, eapecially io those of second 
rate characte: 

“From a!l I can learn, I should judge that 
rye is every year beooming a lees important 
crop, both in Great Britain and on the conti- 
nent. The samples I have noticed are in no 
wieo remarkable, either at the exhibition or 
growing in the fields. It is very certain that the 
specimens from our own country are pot of un- 
exceptionable character. Much of it ia but very 
ind! ferently cleaned.”

Wo take the following sensible article from 
the Lower Canada Agricuitorist :— 

The recent improvementa in American archi 
tecture have not reached the etables to the cx- 
tept that could be desired. Brown stoue fronte, 
high ceilinge, marble mantelpieces, coetly fur- 
naces for warming and ventilating the dwellings, 
may please the eye, and promote the health and 
comfort of the occupants, ghile the valuable 
horees of the proprietor are buffering from the 
poorly constructed and poorly ventilated stable 

The fault often lies in two directions. The 
stable may be too tight, or too open. A horse 
neede light ae well as air, and suitable warmth 
and food—the vegetable structor hardly needs 
light more than he does. Pure air is essential. 
Hie blood cannot become pers while the air 
which inflates his lunge is full of foul gasea from 
fermentiog manure. 

Nor ie it enough to Keep the etalla clean, if 
they are so tight that the horse is obliged to 
breathe bia own breath over and over. [Digestion 
ia interfered with, and all the functions in life 
are impeded. Lazy grooms dec'are that a close, 
warm stable, belpa to make a horse's coat fine 
and gioesy in winter as well ae in summer. But 
ia winter euch a coat is cot to be desired. Na- 
‘ure provides the animal with longer hair and 
more of it to defend him from the cold. If the 
boree is well groomed and blanketed, his hair 
will be smooth and glosey enough all the year 
round. The indolent groom ought himself to 
be ebut up for twenty four hours in the bot 
steaming air in whieh be would confine his 
master’s horse, and eee how be would like it. 
Open the doore of euch a stable in the morning, 
where scvera) horses are kept, and the bot air 
and the harteborn are almost su flicient to knoek 
a man down. What wonder then that horses so 
used should euffer from inflamed eyes, coughs, 
gisndera, and other ailments! The wonder ia, 
that they bear the abuse eo long and #0 well. 

Naw, the “improvement” to our sermon is 
simply this: Ventilate the stables. Ventilate 
both in winter and eummer. The outer air 
ehould be brought in at certain places near the 
floor, but not in the immediate neighborhood of 
the horse, eo as to caure hurtful drafte of wind 
directly upon him. Impure air must be ejected, 
as well as pure air brought in. This can be 
done in summer very well by leaving several 

wiodows open in different parta of the barn. 








Bat a better way is to insert ventilators in. the 


highest part of the building, into which venti- 
lavore (equare wooden tubes) shall lead from che 
stalls, and which can be opened or closed at 
pleaeare. These ventilators should be covered 
with @ cap, to prevent downward curreow and 
the beating in of rain. By this plan the dowa 
ward rain is carried off directly from the etall 
without mizing with the hay in the loft. 





A Profitable Wife. 


I bave been married twenty-two years. Toe 
first four years before I was married, | began 
farming with 250 sores, in the Blue Grass re- 
gion, Ky. I handled cattle, hogs, sheep and 
horses—principally the two first named—and 
lived, I thought, tolerably economically ; spent 
none of my money for tobacco in any way; 
pever betting a cent or dissipating in any way, 
and yet at the end of the four years | had made 
litUe or no clear money. I then married a 
young lady eighteen years of who had 
never done any housework or work of any kind, 
except make a portion of her own clothes. She 
had never made a shirt, drawers, pante, or walet- 
coat, or even sewed a stitch on a coat, and yet 
before we had been married a year she had 
made for me every one of the articles of cloth- 
ing named, and knit numbers of pairs of socks 
for me—yeg, and mended divers articles for me, 
not excepting an old hat or two. She had also 
made batter, sold eggs, chickens, and other 
fowls, and vegetables to the amount of near $6(10 
in oash, at the end of the year, wheress, du: ing 
the four years that I was single, I bad never 
sold five centa’ worth—besides making me 
purely bappy and contented with and at my 
home. And so far as io making of money, we 
have made money clear of expenses every year 
since we have been married, in everything that 
we have undertaken on the farm, and she has 
made from $80 to $500 every year, exc*pt one, 
during the time, selling butter, eggs, and mar- 
keting of different kinds. My yearly expenses 
for fine clothing, etc., before I was married were 
more than my yearly expenses were afier I was 
married, combined with the expenses of my wife 
and children, and our farm has increased from 
250 to 650 acres; and I believe that if I had 
not married, it would never have inoreared bu’ 
little, if any, and I have never been absent from 
home six nights, when my wife was at our home 
since we were married, and ber cheeks kiss as 
sweetly to me as thew did the morning after !

Venr Fins Yeast.—Boll five or six pared pc- 
tatoes; when soft, mash them in the boiling 
water over the fire, put in a half a tescup/ui of 
dried hops, and let them boil ten minutes (not 
longer) and then strain through a colander, Put 
in a little salt and etir it well; thin it with milk- 
warm water until of the oonsitengy of thin 
waffle batter. When lukewarm, stir in a teacup- 
ful of liquid yeast. Set it near the back part of 
the stove, or in a tolerably warm place, to riee, 
and in twelve or fourteen hours it will be light. 
If not, put in a little more yeast. If the weather 
ie warm, it will not require to be placed near 
the stove. If you wish dry yeast, rub it in sifted 
corn meal until it is a dry doogh, and spread 
thin on dishes or waiters, to dry in the air, but 
not in the sun. In winter it can be set near the 
back part of the stove, but not in too warm a 
place, or it will not rise. If you wish liquid 
yeast, pour it into a stone jng, and cork tightly. 
When you strain the hop-water over the flour, set 
your bucket containing the tlour beside the 
stove or fire, with the colander over it, and let 
the pot containing the hop-water and potatas 
remain over the fire, whilat you are dipping out 
the water and hops and potatoes, so that the 
tfiour will be well scalded. A emali quantity o! 
hops is used, because more would darken the 
yeast and bread, as well aa epuil the sweetoese 
of the bread. If your yeast should get a little 
sour, add a very little soda to it before puitivg 
it into the bread 

To Parseave Gaexn Gack Picws —Weigh 
the fruit end pat into the kottle with alternate 
layers of vine-leaves. Fill the kettle with cold 
water, and let chem simmer until ther hin begins 
to crack open. Then remove from the tire and 
pare them with a kuife, leaving the stems on. 
Measure the paringe, and for every pint deduct 
a pound from the weight of the fruit. Scald the 
frni¢ again after it has been pared. Make a 
syrup of a pound of eugar to every pound of 
fruit with a very little water, and when clarified, 
drep in the fruit and eook elomly until clear. 
Then remove from the syrup, and add another 
pound of sugar to the syrup, and boil for half 
an hour, 

If you do not wish te take off the gkios, prick 
them with a pin. 

Arnzicots —Pour boiling water on the fruit, 
and wipe them dry. Then cut them in halves 
and stone them. Take equal parte of fruit and 
sugar, and, when the syrup has been boiled, put 
in the fruit and cook it elowly until it is clear 
and the eyrup is rich. 

Gasxn Lemons —Cat them in halves, take 
out the pulp, and cut in fancy ehapes. Put into 
your preeerving-kettle and cover with water, 
adding a little alum to green them. Boil until 
clear, and then take them out and drain them 
en acloth. Olean the kettle, and put them in 
with their weight in sugar, and stew them slowly 
until the syrup ie rich. 

Qcixces —When the froit is pared and cored, 
put them into @ kettle with water enough to 
cover them, and boil until quite tender but not 
soft. Cut them ia rings, and put on them their 
weight io sugar, and let them stand while the 
cores and parings are boiled, in the same water 
from which they were taken, in order to make 
the syrup richer. Boil them eoft and strain the 
water. Have the kettle cleaned; put in the 
quinces and let them simmer with the sugar and 
water the parings were boiled in. Saim well, 
and when clear take up the quinces und boil the 
eyup longer. 

Garen Perrsns.—Leave the etems on them; 
remove the secds, and put them in salt and 
water for three days, changing the water every 
day. Then green them in a ketile with cold 
water, vine leaves and a litt'e alum ; simmer thus 
for two hours. Then pat them into fresh water 
for three days, changing the water every day. 
Then boi! in a syrup of a pound of sugar to the 
same weight of pepper and a little water, for 
half an hour. Fill the inside with candied 
sugar. 

Paans.—Pare the fruit, leaving the steme on 
and put into cold water. \ou may remove the 
core, or not, as you please. Make a syrup of a 
pound of sugar and half « pint of water to every 
pound of pears, and boil with some lemon-peel 
or green ginger. Pat in the fruit and cook until 
clear, and let the syrup remain over the fire
